Secret rates for trans- 
portation, in violation of the law and iu- 
tended to put money in the pockets of the 
officers making them, have been given 
by some of the most extensive corpora- 
tions in the United States. Competitors 
have been crushed in illegal and cruel 
fashion by companies. of).the greatest 
magnitude. Indeed, there are certain 
crimes which powerful corporations can 
commit with greater safety than small 
ones. The records of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission and of, investigating 
committees. of Congress show this only 
too plainly. Improper influencing of leg- 
islative bodies, for example, one of the 
vilest offenses possible fn a republic, 
may be as tempting ‘to little: companies 
as to big ones, but it is not so-easily or 
eo often practiced.. ~' *«

THE NEW UNITED STATES DISTRICT 
JUDGE. : 

A task of much responsibility in the 
selection of the United States Judge re- 
cently authorized by Congréss rests upon 
the President; and, incidentally, under 
the practice in such matters, upon. the 
two Senators from this State, “Whatever 
we may think of the practice, it is well 
established, and it is retémgnised by Mr. 
Roospve.t that the wishes of the Sena- 
tors of his own party shall be, if not ab- 
solutely respected, considered in such an 
appointment. 

It is to be hoped that the didlos ‘will 
fall upon a fit man. The need of another 
Judge has been very pressing. The po- 
sition is one of the very highest imper- 
tance, not only because .of the variety 
and nature of the business constantly 
arising in this district, but because with 
the very best incumbent the. rapid growth 
of the. business: will surely tax his effi- 
ciency and test his character to the ut- 
most. The court has to deal with a 
large number of criminal. cases; often of 
serious nature, It has to geal with 4 
constantly increasing number of civil 
cases, including those that arise from 
the foreign trade of this port, by far the 
most extensive in the Union. Jt has to 
deal\with a vast range-of admiralty cases 
also arising from the immense shipping 
trade of the port. With a Judge ot -the 
greatest capability, energy, industry, and 
knowledge’ the ‘court is bound’'to be 
pressed almost from the outset. 

It hardly need be said that only a man 
of the highest character afid of. estab- 
lished reputation for integrity, firmness, 
and impartiality should.be taken. Parti- 
san politics should not have a controll- 
ing influence in the selection. “It should 
not, indeed, have any influence whatever, 
but we are aware that that is a coun- 
sé] of perfection which ‘nene of those 
having the determination ‘of the’ matter 
will be likely seriously to heed.
